As Reindeer Parade comes to town: 

Police warn Cowbridge 
residents ‘plan Sunday 
carefully if using the car’ 


VALE police have 
issued an appeal to 
town residents to 
give themselves 
ample time on the 
day of the Reindeer 
Parade if they want 
to go to and from 
their properties 
using their cars. 

The parade will start 
at 12noon this coming 
Sunday, November 29, 
and PC Mark Goulding, 
the neighbourhood beat 
manager for the town, 
said: “There will be a 
temporary road closure 
at 12pm for up to 45 
minutes. 

“The closure will be 
from the lights at the top 
of Cowbridge at 
Primrose Hill, down to 
the police station at the 
other end of the town.” 

The Reindeer Parade 
is one of Cowbridge’s 
most popular events and 
the police are estimating 
that if the wind and rain 
relents there could be a 
bumper crowd. 

PC Goulding said: 
“We’re asking people to 
be patient on the day, 
because there will be 
some disruption. 

“People visiting 
Cowbridge should arrive 
in good time, and bear 
in mind that parking 
will be restricted 
through the centre of the 
town. 

“Eastgate, Westgate 
and High Street will be

out of bounds in terms 
of parking. 

“Additional parking 
will be provided at 
Penllyne Estates.” 

The appeal by the 
police is in response to 
incidents in recent 
years, when some peo¬ 
ple have become frus¬ 
trated by restrictions in 
force in the town. 

PC Goulding added: 
“My advice to local 
householders is to give 
yourself enough time go 
to or leave your proper¬ 
ty by car. 

“It is advisable to 
have left or arrived by 
11am, and people 
should bear in mind that 
there might be disrup¬ 
tion until 1pm.” 


Late on Saturday 
night, Vale Council 
workers will be erecting 
barriers on both sides of 
the road to keep specta¬ 
tors to the pavements 
during the parade. 

Cowbridge town cen¬ 
tre will be taken over by 
the festive spirit on 
Sunday. 

Alun John, the chair¬ 
man of the Chamber of 
Trade, told The GEM: 
“We can’t emphasise 
enough that people com¬ 
ing to the Reindeer 
Parade should get here 
in good time, because 
we’re expecting a large 
crowd - and we’d 
advise local residents to 
walk into the town. 

“There will be enter¬ 


tainment on the stage 
from 11am with local 
entertainers and carol 
singers. 

“The parade will start 
at the police station at 
12pm, go to Millfield 
Drive, and then make its 
way to the town hall, 
where at 12.45pm, Santa 
will address the crowd. 

“Entertainment will 
continue in the early 
afternoon until 2pm, 
and people will then 
have a chance to shop 
until 5pm, when Lucy 
Owen switches on the 
Christmas lights .” 

There is also the 
Christmas tree festival 
at Holy Cross Church, 
and Aubrey Parson also 
promises to make thing 
go with a ‘Christmas 
Swing’. 

For children, there’s 
the opportunity to meet 
Santa in the town hall at 
2pm - and to get anoth¬ 
er chance to see the 
reindeer up close. 

• An innovative wrist 
band initiative to help 
trace missing children at 
the Reindeer Parade 
will be promoted by 
South Wales Police. 

The brightly coloured

NEW LLANTWIT SCHOOL 
WILL EASE PRESSURE ON 
YSGOL IOLO MORGANWG 


INCREASING 
demand for Welsh 
medium education - 
and the resultant 
threat of over¬ 
crowding at Ysgol 
Iolo Morganwg in 
Cowbridge - has led 
the Vale Council to 
plan a new school at 
Llantwit Major. 

The decision has been 
taken because any 
expansion of Ysgol Iolo 
has been ruled out. 

In fact, even when 
Llantwit pupils are 
attending their own 
school, the council still 
expects Iolo Morganwg 
to be over-subscribed, 
and has revealed long¬ 
term plans to move it to a 
new site, where a school 
with capacity for 210 
pupils will be built. 

The council report 
gives no clue, at this 
stage, about where the 
school might be built. 

At present, 40 per cent 
of pupils attending Iolo 
Morganwg come from 
Llantwit Major, and pro¬ 
viding free transport for 
these pupils means seven 
vehicles at a cost of 
£96,000 each year. 

The council’s solution 
is a “seed” school on the 
northern edge of 
Llantwit Major

Search for sewer 
gives Llanblethian 
gardener a shock

A Llanblethian 
man is hoping that 
his prize-winning 
garden can be 
restored to its for¬ 
mer glory after a 
section of it was 
destroyed as Welsh 
Water searched for 
a blocked sewer. 

Craig Wharton, who 
lives on Church Hill, is 
very much the ‘man in 
the middle’ in the case - 
because he was unaware 
that any sewer did run 
through his property. 

In fact, he was 
shocked to find that 
Welsh Water did not 
have a plan of the sewer 
either - and he has had 
to watch as workmen 
dug three different 
trenches in their search. 

In the end, they had 
to dig to a depth of 12 
feet to find the problem. 

He told The GEM: “It 
all started when the con¬ 
tactors knocked on the 
door with a legal docu¬ 
ment entitling them to 
dig to find the point 
where the sewer was 
blocked. 

“I was shocked when 
it turned out that they 
only had a vague idea 
where the sewer was.” 

At this point, Mr 
Wharton was keen to 
stress that he completely 
accepted the necessity of 
tackling the blockage - 
for public health reasons

have spent an enormous 
amount of time on the 
garden, which was fea¬ 
tured five years ago in 
the magazine ‘Twenty- 
five Beautiful Homes’. 

He explained: “The 
garden has been laid out 
around two apple trees 
that are several hundred 
years old - dating back 
to when the house was 
part of an estate.” 

Elsewhere, there are 
boxed hedges and walk¬ 
ways, and some areas 
which are almost tropi¬ 
cal in appearance in the 
summer. 

Mr Wharton said: 
“The section where they 
are looking for the 
blockage is devoted to a 
variety of hostas. We 
collected them from the 
Hampton Court or Kew 
Gardens flower shows. 

“They cost around 
£100 each, and there 
were about 15 in the 
section that has been 
dug up.” 

Although spectacular 
in the summer, the 
hostas were not visible 
at this time of year, but 
now the root system will 
have been destroyed. 

Clearly, Mr Wharton’s 
concerns centred on 
whether he would be eli¬ 
gible for adequate com¬ 
pensation from Welsh 
Water. 

A spokeswoman for 
the company told The 
GEM: “Dwr Cymru 
Welsh Water is currently 
carrying out investiga¬ 
tive and repair works on 
the public sewer at a 
property in Church Hill. 
This is essential follow¬ 
ing a partial collapse of 
the pipe. 

“The public sewer in 
question was laid by a 


previous authority dur¬ 
ing or around 1955 and 
the records of the sewer 
held by Welsh Water are 
historic. 

“Welsh Water is not 
obligated to keep 
records of pipes laid 
before September 1, 
1989, and the historic 
records handed down by 
previous authorities are 
often used as a guide 
only. 

“Photographs were 
taken of the garden in 
question before the 
works commenced and 
following the works we 
will reinstate the garden, 
which will include 
replacing any damaged 
plants. 

“We apologise for any 
disruption that this work 
may cause and will keep 
the residents up to date 
throughout.” 

Mr Wharton said: “It 
is encouraging that 
Welsh Water has been 
specific about re-instat- 
ing the plants. 

“Nevertheless, it is 
worrying that they don’t 
have to keep records 
before 1989. There must 
be many homes in the 
area that could find 
themselves in a similar 
position.’ 

Mr Wharton had this 
piece of advice for fel¬ 
low gardeners. He said: 
“Fortunately, we have 
plenty of photographic 
evidence to prove what 
was planted here. 

“I think anyone who 
is proud of their garden 
should keep a compre¬ 
hensive record. I had no 
idea that a sewer ran 
through our property, so 
this really could happen 
to anyone.”

How a hero’s name 
was added to the 
town war memorial 


GEM reader Mr RB Donovan of Bridgend, formerly of the 1st 
and 2nd Battalions, Royal Welch Fusiliers, here relates the 
story of World War 1 hero, Sydney Abraham Hayward, whose 
name was omitted from all the south Wales monuments, and 
the efforts of his family to rectify this error in Cowbridge. 


SIDNEY Abraham 
Hayward - Army 
number 20893 
(1892-1917) was the 
youngest of 11 chil¬ 
dren, born to 
George Abraham. 

Sydney was baptised 
in Cowbridge on July 
27, 1892. Nothing is 
known about his child¬ 
hood until the 1901 cen¬ 
sus reveals that he was 
living with his parents at 
11 East Village, 
Cowbridge. 

Sydney was lodging 
with Mr T James at 99 
Old Road, Skewen, until 
he volunteered for 
active service in the 
Great War. He joined up 
in January 1915 in 
Kitchener’s Army. 

Sydney was listed as 
being in the 14th 
Battalion RWF, but this 
Battalion was formed in 
Llandudno. 

It was more likely 
that he was a member of 
the 14th Service 
Battalion (Swansea) of 
the Welch Regiment,The 
Swansea Pals. 

Both of these regi¬ 
ments were part of the 
38th (Welsh) Division 
and saw the same 
actions, so it is possible 
to piece together his 
movements on the 
Western Front. 

Sydney arrived in 
France on December 2, 
1915. 

The first action he 
took part in was the 
38th (Welsh) Divison’s 


assault on Mamtez 
Wood during the July 
1916 offensive on the 
Somme. 

This assault cost the 
Division some 4,000 
lives, which is a stag¬ 
gering number as each 
Battalion was approxi¬ 
mately 500-strong, and 
the Division had seven 
Battalions. 

The 38th (Welsh) 
Division suffered so 
many casualties at 
Mamtez Wood that it 
did not see any further 
action for a year while it 
was strengthened. 

The Battalion was 
next in action during the 
preparation for the third 
battle of Ypres, also

known as Passchendaele 
which started in July 
1917 and would start at 
Pilkem Ridge, as the 
target. 

Sydney was killed at 
Bosinghe in Belgium 
just in front of the Yser 
canal by a barrage from 
the German artillery 
while in a small dug 
out. 

While the family was 
researching Sydney’s 
life it was noticed that 
his name was not on any 
of the many Welsh mon¬ 
uments that are dotted 
around south Wales. 

His nephew (also 
named Sydney), started 
a series of events that 
culminated in Sydney’s 


year. She acknowledged

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Cowbridge row on 
freedom to speak 
on planning issues 


THE row over 
allowing third- 
party representa¬ 
tion at planning 
meetings is rum¬ 
bling on at 
Cowbridge Town 
Council - and it has 
developed into a 
debate about the 
individual freedom 
of councillors to 
express their views. 

The town council had 
already decided to scrap 
third party speaking at 
its planning meetings, 
after hearing that the 
Vale had refused to 
allow it at theirs. 

Coun Nicola Thomas, 
who supported third 
party rights, represented 
the town council at a 
joint meeting with other 
community councils and 
Vale councillors to dis¬ 
cuss this topic. 

“Almost 100 per cent 
of the community coun¬ 
cils were in favour of 
this, but the Vale coun¬ 
cillors were not,” she 
said. 

“When it seemed that 
the vote would go in 
favour allowing it, they 
changed the rules so that 
only Vale councillors 
could vote. The Vale 
does not want this, but 
the community councils 
do. 

“It was a general dis¬ 
cussion. I made it very 
clear what this council 


had decided, but I did 
not feel that this council 
allowed an adequate 
time for debate on this 
before a vote.” 

However, Coun Harris 
said that this was old 
hat: “You should not go 
around undermining that 
decision in the way that 
you did.” 

Coun Thomas denied 
this: “I did not under¬ 
mine it. I made our deci¬ 
sion apparent, but coun¬ 
cillors were also putting 
forward their own 
views.” 

The council also dis¬ 
cussed a minute from the 
finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee, which 
expressed the view that 
representatives of the 
town council sitting on 
outside bodies should 
put forward the view of 
the council, even if they 
personally disagreed 
with it. 

When the report of 
the committee came up, 
Coun Thomas said she 
was concerned about it. 

“Whoever is being 
accused should be 
allowed to explain to 
this council the circum¬ 
stances of their action. 
The committee is sitting 
in judgement of fellow 
councillors and putting 
themselves above the 
council. This is out of 
order. 

“Councillors are being 
forbidden to put their 
own views forward at 


To give, or not 
to give, that is 
the question! 


COWBRIDGE 
Town Council has 
stuck to its policy of 
only donating 
money to local good 
causes, rather than 
national appeals. 

The council was 
asked to clarify its poli¬ 
cy by the finance and 
general purposes com¬ 
mittee. Chairman Len 
Taylor told the council 
that the council’s policy 
had been set a long time 
ago and the committee 
was seeking confirma¬ 
tion, but he said those 
who disagreed could 
speak up now. 

Coun Gwen Baty said 
that there were some 
causes like the Wales Air 
Ambulance that, 
although an All Wales 
charity, benefited local 
people. 

“We should have a 
big enough remit so that 
we can aid things like 
the Air Ambulance.” 

However, Coun 
Taylor said the view of 
the committee was that 
they would not regard 
this as a directly local 
charity and would rec¬ 
ommend that it was not 
given money. 

But Coun Baty 
recalled that in the past, 
it had never been a poli¬ 
cy to avoid giving to 


causes that the council 
feels it should assist: “I 
do not want the remit 
narrowed,” she insisted. 

Coun Jon Harris said 
that the council had 
given money to many 
organisations that affect 
the area and people, but 
that many requests only 
had a tenuous link with 
the area. 

The council had 
helped organisations like 
the Urdd in the past and 
he pointed out that any 
requests the committee 
was unsure about could 
go to full council. 

Coun Geoff Cox stat¬ 
ed that the committee 
was seeking a clearer 
definition of what they 
should give money to. 

“They are all very 
worthy and they are all 
short of money. You 
could say that all of 
them affect people in 
Cowbridge, but we are 
looking for a clearer way 
forward so people can 
see what we are doing.” 

Coun Jon Harris felt 
the policy should remain 
loose, to give the council 
flexibility. It was agreed 
to stick to the same 
guidelines, with the pro¬ 
viso that the full council 
would make decisions 
on anything the commit¬ 
tee was unsure about. 


outside bodies. I agree 
that they should make 
sure of what the coun¬ 
cil’s view is, but to pre¬ 
clude them from joining 
in debates is defeating 
the object of attending. 

“Otherwise, the coun¬ 
cil could just send a let¬ 
ter giving its views. The 
reason we go to outside 
committees is to be able 
to enter free, open and 
democratic debate and 
discussions with repre¬ 
sentatives of the commu¬ 
nity to come up with 
solutions. 

“The council’s repre¬ 
sentatives should be 
entrusted by this council 
to act accordingly and 
report back. What you 
are proposing is top- 
down politics. 

“The majority of peo¬ 
ple who vote for us want 
politics from the bottom 
up. We represent the 
people of Cowbridge 
and we must have free 
debates.” 

She urged councillors 
not to support the pro¬ 
posal from the commit¬ 
tee, otherwise they 
would be endorsing a 
left wing dictatorship 
which would silence the 
voice of the people of 
Cowbridge for the 
future. 

Coun Len Taylor said 
he was taken aback by 
her remarks: “This was a 
simple matter that had 
been raised under any 
other business. I am 
flabbergasted by refer¬ 
ences to a left wing dic¬ 
tatorship. You have 
taken things to the 
extreme.” 


Coun Jon Harris 
warned that her remarks 
did her no credit, but 
Coun Thomas was unre¬ 
pentant. 

“This is an acorn that 
will grow into an oak,” 
she claimed. “We should 
not silence people’s 
voices. I agree that we 
must make the council’s 
views clear but as a 
member of a committee, 

I should be able to take 
part in debates. 

“We should all entrust 
our fellow councillors to 
look out for the views of 
the council and of the 
electorate. This motion 
could be detrimental for 
the future.” 

Coun Jon Harris said 
that if a councillor, who 
was representing the 
council at a meeting, 
found that he or she 
could not put forward 
the council’s view, they 
should consider their 
position. 

“You can only put for¬ 
ward the council’s 
views, but you have read 
an incredible amount 
into this.” 

Coun Gwen Baty said 
she did not like refer¬ 
ences to a left wing dic¬ 
tatorship as Cowbridge 
was a totally non-politi¬ 
cal council. 

“I would not sit here 
if it was not non-politi¬ 
cal,” she added. 

Coun David Morris 
said that if politics came 
into the council, either 
right, left or centre, his 
resignation would be 
immediately on the 
table.

Councillors will be asked 
to explain themselves 

Cowbridge row over office closure 


THE three Vale coun¬ 
cillors who represent 
Cowbridge are to be 
asked to meet with 
the town council to 
explain their views on 
the closure of the 
town’s cash office in 
Eastgate. 

Invitations will be 
extended to Coun Hunter 
Jarvie and Coun Val 
Ellis. The third member 
is Coun Geoff Cox, who 
is also a member of the 
town council. 

The council received 
a copy of the report that 
went to the Vale cabinet 
which recommended 
closure of the cash 
offices in Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and 
Penarth. 

The cabinet heard that 
there had been a fall of 
almost 14 per cent in the 
number of people choos¬ 
ing to pay bills in the 
cash offices over the 
past 10 years. 

The report said that 
the location of the 
offices was historical 
and took no account of 
settlement changes with 
both Rhoose and Dinas 
Powys now having larg¬ 
er populations than 
Cowbridge. 

The cabinet was told 
that people would be 
able to use post offices 
to pay council tax and 
other bills, which would 
boost the survival of 
post office branches. 

Rubbish and informa¬ 
tion leaflets would be 
made available through 
the libraries. The closure 
will produce a saving of 
£140,000 a year. 

The cabinet decided 
to approve the closures 
and then have talks with 
the relevant town coun¬ 
cils about alternative 
provision of services 
now given at the cash 
offices. 

Cowbridge Mayor Jon 
Harris said that consult¬ 
ing the town councils 
after making the deci¬ 
sion was like shutting a 
stable door after the 
horse had bolted. 

“Llantwit Major Town 
Council has opposed the 
closures and there has 
also been a petition 
organised by Jane Hutt 
AM. Most of our town 
councillors signed this 
petition as individuals. 
My own view is that it 
would be deplorable to 
have the Cowbridge 
office closed. 

“There must be a 
degree of local service 
provision, particularly in 
this area of the Vale. Not 
everything should be 
concentrated in Barry,” 
he insisted. 

Coun David Morris 
supported this and said 
everything was disap¬ 
pearing into a black hole 
called Barry: “All our 
services are going there. 
There will be new settle¬ 
ments around Cowbridge 
in the future. I also do 
not trust the percentages 
quoted in reports - they 
are meaningless. 

“This is a cash-saving 
exercise and there has 
been no consideration of 
the effect on the popula¬ 
tion of Cowbridge, 
where we have a large 
percentage of elderly 
people. 

“They are talking of 
closing up the office and 


freeing up this space. I 
believe that they will 
close that office and put 
the building up for sale. 
We must make our 
strong views known, and 
our concerns for the 
future of Cowbridge.” 

Coun Jon Harris said 
that people visiting the 
office now have a face- 
to-face interview and get 
the guidance and help 
they need: “You cannot 
do that on the end of a 
cash machine.” 

Coun Jon Wilks said 
he had been astonished, 
since joining the council 
recently, at how many 
people had spoken to 
him on this matter. 

“Their reaction is not 
positive. They want our 
views as a town repre¬ 
sented and the view of 
the town is very strongly 
that this office must be 
saved at all costs: 
“£140,000 is not a 
worthwhile amount of 
money to save when you 
consider the savings that 
could be made else¬ 
where. 

“Once this office has 
gone, it will never 
return. It is short-term 
opportunism.” 

Coun Gwen Baty said 
that she was concerned 
about the extra pressure 
which could be placed 
on the town council and 
its staff by having to 
handle queries normally 
dealt with at the cash 
office. 

“Lots of people don’t 
know how to use pay 
point. It’s a long way to 
go and collect your 
refuse sacks from the 
library and anyway, it’s 
not their job to distribute 
these bags. They have 
been trying to close 


Eastgate because they 
want to sell that valuable 
building to raise money 
for council funds,” she 
claimed. 

Coun Len Taylor said 
that, speaking as devil’s 
advocate, people must 
realise that the public 
sector had to prune its 
expenditure and the Vale 
had to look hard at its 
finances. 

“This is what they are 
doing, but they have 
gone about it the wrong 
way. If they had consult¬ 
ed us first, we could 
have come up with a sat¬ 
isfactory solution instead 
of the antagonism that 
has been produced. 

“We should have dis¬ 
cussions with them to 
find ways of providing 
these services.” 

“The Eastgate build¬ 
ing would produce 
£600,000 or more if it 
was sold. 

“They have taken a 
decision and now want 
discussions with the 
town council. They 
could have done that 
first.” 

Coun Baty said that 
they could still provide 
the service in 
Cowbridge, even if the 
building was sold: “They 
could move the office to 
Old Hall, which they 
also own.” 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
said that the issue of the 
Vale making a decision 
before consultation was 
a worrying trend and had 
happened before. 

“We must be careful 
that they are not expect¬ 
ing us to rubber stamp 
this decision, rather than 
representing the people 
of Cowbridge.” 

Coun David Morris 


maintained that the town 
council could expect lit¬ 
tle or no support from 
the three Vale council¬ 
lors for the town. He 
said they should be noti¬ 
fied of the council’s 
views. 

Coun Jon Harris said 
that the town council 
must write a “fairly 
strong” letter to the Vale 
and also ask the three 
Vale councillors about 
their views. 

“We must register our 
objection and show our 
disappointment that we 
have not been consulted. 
There are other options 
that they have not both¬ 
ered to explore.” 

Coun Andrea Burges 
supported him and said 
that at least one of the 
three Vale councillors 
should attend a meeting 
to speak to the town 
council. 

Coun Harris said that 
alternative options could 
be outlined to them: 
“They have not had the 
courtesy to consult us,” 
he added. 

Coun Taylor said that 
some Vale councillors 
attend meetings of com¬ 
munity councils and give 
them a report. 

“We have no direct 
communication with our 
three Cowbridge coun¬ 
cillors. One should 
attend each meeting and 
give us a report.” 

It was agreed to invite 
all three councillors to 
attend a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

“They must come and 
tell us what their views 
are,” Coun Harris added. 

Coun Andy Banks 
pointed out that all three 
go to meetings of the 
chamber of trade.

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A VISION OF A MORE CONFIDENT WALES’ 


L AST week, 
Wales hit the 
headlines 

with the publication 
of the report on the 
work of the ‘All 
Wales Convention’, 
chaired by Sir 
Emyr Jones Parry, 
former UN 
Ambassador to the 
UK Government. 

Sir Emyr was given 
the challenging task of 
finding out what people 
in Wales thought about 
the current arrange¬ 
ments for the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
to develop policy and 
legislation to meet 
Welsh needs. 

He chaired a conven¬ 
tion, including people 
from all walks of life 
and all our major politi¬ 
cal parties, to consult 
and take on board the 
views of the people of 
Wales. 

He held public meet¬ 
ings across the country, 
including one in Barry 
last summer. 

In his foreword to the 
report published last 
week, he said: “The 
future governance of 
our nation and how it 
should now move for¬ 
ward is a vital topic for 
Wales. Politics is bread 
and butter, and affects 
us all. Moreover, for me, 
it was an opportunity to 
put something back into 
Wales after a long peri¬ 
od representing the 
United Kingdom as a 
whole. ” 

The conclusions to 
the widespread debate 
and consultation are 
important. In summary, 
the report says that the 
people of Wales have 
accepted devolution, 


and recognise that it 
represents some degree 
of self government. 

Public attitudes 
appeared to have ‘set¬ 
tled in favour of devolu¬ 
tion’ , with few support¬ 
ing either independence 
or the arrangements we 
had before 1997 with 
the former Welsh 
Office. 

The report says there 
appears to be significant 
appetite for increased 
devolution, with solid 
support for primary law¬ 
making powers. 

The research under¬ 
taken by the convention 
showed 72 per cent 
favour the present or 
somewhat increased 
devolution. Sir Emyr 
says that the judgement 
of the convention is that 
a ‘yes’ vote for more 
powers is obtainable, 
but goes on to say, “but 
the evidence we have 
collected underlines that 
there can be no certainty 
about this”. 

The convention was 
set up as a commitment 
under One Wales to 
monitor public opinion 
and assess the levels of 
support to trigger a ref¬ 
erendum on further law¬ 
making powers for the 
Assembly before the 
end of this term of the 
Assembly. 

We now move to con¬ 
sider the report and its 
implications with a 
statement made by the 
First Minister, Rhodri 
Morgan, on Tuesday in 
the Senedd leading to a 
debate in the New Year 
to test out this ‘appetite’ 
for further devolution. 

One of the encourag¬ 
ing aspects of the con¬ 
vention was its engage¬ 
ment with young people 
in Wales, via our 


schools and youth 
forums. 

Our young people are 
gaining confidence 
about their opportunities 
to influence the Welsh 
Assembly, to make their 
voices heard and to give 
their views about the 
policies and services we 
develop and provide. 

This was clearly the 
case last Friday when 
we celebrated 
‘Children’s Rights Day’ 
in the Senedd as part of 
the 20th anniversary of 
the UN Convention on 
the Rights of the Child. 

Earlier this year, I 
hosted a meeting of all 
the UK Children’s min¬ 
isters in Cardiff and we 
agreed to make a joint 
statement on Children’s 
Rights Day and this was 
published last Friday. 

In the statement, we 
said that one of the most 
important goals is to 
make England, Wales, 
Scotland and Northern 
Ireland the best places 
for all children and 
young people to live. 

As part of this, we 
are committed to work¬ 
ing progressively 
towards implementing 
the UN Convention on 
the Rights of the Child. 

As well as launching 
the first Children’s 
Advocacy and Advice 
Line in the UK and an 
Action Plan for imple¬ 
menting the UN 
Convention in Wales, 
the First Minister, 
Children’s 

Commissioner and I all 
spoke about the impor¬ 
tance of promoting and 
applauding the contribu¬ 
tions of our young peo¬ 
ple in Wales, in their 
homes, schools and 
communities. 

Their commitment to 



voluntary work, to sup¬ 
porting each other, to 
enjoying sport, leisure 
and cultural activities, 
as well as working hard 
to make good progress 
in their studies at 
school, college, in 
apprenticeships and uni¬ 
versity is manifest. 

Children and young 
people often have to 
overcome many barriers 
and difficulties they 
experience in their lives, 
including social and 
financial inequalities 
which we are seeking to 
tackle as a government. 

This is where the 
work of the All Wales 
Convention is impor¬ 
tant. Could we do more 


with more powers? I 
have successfully 
steered through a num¬ 
ber of pieces of legisla¬ 
tion over the past few 
years to improve educa¬ 
tion and we have devel¬ 
oped many new pro¬ 
grammes, like the 
Foundation Phase, 

Welsh Baccalaureate 
and Flying Start. 

We need to use all the 
levers and powers we 
have to make govern¬ 
ment work for our fami¬ 
lies, communities, busi¬ 
nesses and the debate 
about the referendum 
must engage all those 
who want to see Wales 
develop in confidence 
for the good of all. 


The First Minister, 
Rhodri Morgan, made 
an important speech at 
the Welsh Centre for 
International Affairs last 
week and in it he said: 
“'The first decade of 
devolution in Wales has 
transformed the nation’s 
relationship with the 
world and created a new 
confidence. Far from 
becoming more inward 
looking, devolution 
forced us, as a nation, to 
put our heads above the 
parapet. 

“The kind of Wales I 
want to see is open- 
minded, competitive but 
constructive, outward¬ 
looking, responsible, 
engaged and adaptable. 


If we act that way 
we'll be using the 
demonstrable 
strengths of our 
people.” 

Representing 
the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government and 
the UK 

Government at the 
European 
Education and 
Youth Councils in 
Brussels this week 
provided me with 
the opportunity of 
putting Wales cen¬ 
tre stage, and I 
was privileged to 
play that part on 
behalf of the peo¬ 
ple of Wales.

UP THE SAVAGE HILL TO THE 
CATHEDRAL OF THE FOREST 


The sisters who 


up the sky! 



Pleiades, also known as the Seven Sisters. 


R ecently 

, in an all¬ 
male walk, 
three likely lads 
joined Roger Hill at 
Monmouth on an 
overcast morning; 

Monmouth or 
Trefynwy (town on the 
Monnow) is a border 
town where the rivers 
Wye and Monnow 
meet and where Henry 
V, who later went on to 
win the Battle of 
Agincourt in 1415, was 
born. 

Leaving from just 
below the magnificent 
13th century stone-gated 
bridge that has now been 
pedestrianised since the 


old cattle market was 
demolished and a second 
bridge built over the 
Monnow, they crossed 
the recreation field and 
took the underpass to 
eventually cross the 
River Wye by way of the 
stone bridge. 

As they tramped the 
meadows beside the 
River Wye, a fine drizzle 
set in that accompanied 
them all the way to 
Lower Redbrook. 

The first brass in this 
country was made in 
Tintern, but in 1566 
wire-making followed 
with mills situated on 
tributaries of the lower 
Wye valley including 
Redbrook. 

A copper works was 


established by 1691 and 
the furnace in Redbrook 
used coke for smelting 
iron ore from the Forest 
of Dean by 1716. In fact, 
the copper industry only 
failed when a large 
works was built at 
Swansea. 

Leaving the river 
behind to climb up a 
flight of steps, the group 
picked up a track which 
led them into a broad 
valley past Glyn Farm. 

The autumnal colours 
that dressed the trees 
more than made up for 
the dismal weather con¬ 
ditions and they fol¬ 
lowed the contours of 
the hillside to meet up 
with a metalled road. 

As they climbed grad¬ 
ually up through the val¬ 
ley, the weather started 
to clear and the majestic 
tower of the church in 
Newland came into view 
in the distance. 

A short but steep 
climb up the aptly- 
named Savage Hill saw 
them emerging into 
Newland, where the vil¬ 
lage is dominated by the 
tall ornate towered 13th 
century All Saints 
Church, described as the 
‘Cathedral of the 
Forest’. 

Within the church is 
an old brass engraving 
known as the ‘Miner’s 
Brass’ - showing a 
Forest miner with a can¬ 


dle in his mouth, pick¬ 
axe in his hand and a 
hod. 

The churchyard made 
an apt stop for lunch, as 
they resisted the urge to 
sample the delights of 
the Ostrich Inn, deriving 
from the ostrich emblem 
used by the Probyns, 
local landowners from 
previous times. 

Gathered around the 
church are the almshous¬ 
es founded by a London 
haberdasher in the 
1500s. 

Leaving the village, a 
cold penetrating wind 
swept over them as they 
crossed fields before 
reaching shelter in 
woodland. 

Emerging at Upper 
Redbrook, they followed 
Offa’s Dyke path climb¬ 
ing gradually to reach 
the National Trust picnic 
site and view point at the 
Kymin 840-feet above 
sea level. 

At the Kymin stands 
the Naval Temple built 
in 1800, a Georgian 
structure commemorat¬ 
ing 16 Admirals of the 
British navy and also the 
Round House - painted 
white so it is a well- 
known landmark for 
miles around. 

This Georgian ban¬ 
queting house, built in 
1794, was used by the 
local gentry and its 
claim to fame is that 


Horatio Nelson and 
Lady Hamilton had 
breakfast there in 1802. 

There are glorious 
views to be had over 
Monmouth and across to 
Sugar Loaf Mountain 
and the Black Mountains 
beyond and these were 
enjoyed while the group 
stopped for refreshment, 
before taking the steep 
descent through Garth 
Wood and retracing their 
steps back to Monmouth 
town. 

On November 28, 
meet at 9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for an eight- 
mile moderate walk at 
Peterston and Hensol;

KEEN members of 
the Astro Observers 
Group in Barry 
have not remained 
idle; summer 
months are never 
ideal for observing 
because of the short 
nights and because 
the Sun is never far 
below the horizon, 
but the dark long 
nights have 
returned and we 
have been busy. 

Recently, while 
observing with the 
group, I photographed 
the magnificent star 
cluster Pleiades, also 
known as the Seven 
Sisters. This is a group 
of closely related stars 
which are gravitationally 
bound to one another 
and have only recently 
formed - recent in astro¬ 
nomical terms of course, 
in reality they are sever¬ 
al million years old. 

Because of their 
youth, they shine bril¬ 
liantly blue-white and 
the original cosmic gas 
and dust cloud from 
which they coalesced is 
still retained as nebulosi¬ 
ty around the main stars 
of the group, as can be 
seen from the attached 
photograph. 

The Pleiades are easy 
to observe and photo¬ 
graph, but need a wide 
field. A telescope like 
mine does have a suffi¬ 


ciently wide field and 
my canon-40D camera 
attached to the telescope 
offered ample range by 
virtue of its huge digital 
sensor. An astronomical 
camera on a long focus 
telescope would struggle 
to get this cluster in its 
field of view. 

Pre-planned observing 
sessions are all too fre¬ 
quently cancelled 
because of our uncertain 
weather, therefore much 
of our observing hap¬ 
pens with ad-hoc ses¬ 
sions which are called 
on the spur of the 
moment when clear 
skies are about - and 
they do frequently occur. 

The ad-hoc sessions 
are shown on the day on 
the Cardiff Astronomical 
Society website on the 
home page, as well as 
the observing page, and 
those keen to observe 


should check the website 
on days which promise a 
clear night. Pre-planned 
sessions are also shown 
on the website. 

The forthcoming 
months through winter 
into spring will bring 
spectacular deep sky 
objects into view and 
everyone is welcome to 
peer at them through our 
telescopes. 

Regular keen 
observers receive a tele¬ 
phone call from me 
whenever an ad-hoc ses¬ 
sion is on, but I have 
now discontinued calling 
those on the observer’s 
list who are seldom or 
never able to make the 
sessions.

Teen vampire film needs 
a severe splashing in 
holy water and garlic! 


T here is 

money to be 
made in 

teenagers - not lit¬ 
erally, they haven’t 
quite managed the 
ability to harvest 
currency at will, 
but their spending 
power is something 
not to be sniffed at. 

With their hands in 
their pockets, a fad can 
easily become a craze, 
something that has hap¬ 
pened to the Twilight 
series of books by 
Stephanie Meyer. 

But far from being the 
sole property of gloomy 
teenagers everywhere, 
the books, and the first 
film, have become a 
phenomenon, something 
that can only be sated by 
the release of the second 
film, going under the 
title of New Moon. 

Continuing from 
where the first film left 
off, Bella (Kristen 
Stewart) and Edward’s 
(Robert Pattinson) rela¬ 
tionship is growing 
stronger, despite the 
small bump of him being 
an immortal vampire; 
but when Bella’s blood 
is shed, Edward and his 
family leave the small 
town, ostensibly to pro¬ 
tect Bella. 

Her response is to 
throw caution to the 
wind, forming a close 
friendship with Jacob 
(Taylor Lautner), who 
himself isn’t quite what 
he seems - but despite 
Edward and his family 
leaving town, Bella is 
still far from safe... 

The first Twilight film 
was a laughably poor 
piece of work that failed 
to convince me in any¬ 
way whatsoever; howev¬ 
er, given that I was prob¬ 
ably the oldest person in 
the cinema, I can’t imag¬ 
ine that the film makers 
were all that bothered, 
particularly as the film 
pocketed a rather 
impressive $380million 
worldwide. 

This latest instalment 
will no doubt achieve 


even greater financial 
rewards given the 
amount of publicity and 
hype afforded it. Yet it 
comes nowhere close to 
deserving it, the end 
product a monotonous 
and dull exercise in the 
lives of moping hormon¬ 
al teenagers - who just 
happen to be either 
werewolves, vampires or 
just plain normal. 

However it isn’t as if 
anything I say here will 
have the slightest effect 
on the target audience of 
these films - after all, 
not being a teenage girl 
who thinks Robert 
Pattinson is God’s gift to 
manhood, it’s pretty safe 
to say this is one film 
that makes no bones 
about who it is actually 
intended to appeal to. 

But scrape away the 
layers of youthful adora¬ 
tion and you are left 
with a film that doesn’t 
succeed on any level 
other than that of parting 
cash from teenage purs¬ 
es, and has very little in 
the way of artistic merit. 

Given the rabid adora¬ 
tion these films have, it’s 
no surprise that both 
Pattinson and Kristen 
Stewart have become 
teen icons, but both per¬ 
formers have shown out¬ 
side the franchise that 
they have a strong work 
ethic and acting ability. 

Unfortunately, 
whether it is down to the 
screenplay, adapted by 
Melissa Rosenberg, or 
just that the two actors 
weren’t quite getting 
into the material, neither 
distinguish themselves 
with a good turn. 

Pattinson is merely 
asked to float round (at 
times literally), his pale 
skin the strongest ele¬ 
ment of a performance 
that may make some 
people swoon but does 
very little; however, 
there is the odd occasion 
where he delivers which 
makes you wish he did it 
more often through the 
course of the film 
instead of looking pen¬ 
sive and, supposedly, 
deep.

The performances 
around the two of them 
are nothing to write 
home about either; 

Taylor Lautner, as the 
third side of the love tri¬ 
angle, may have devel¬ 
oped impressive muscles 
in the year since the last 
film, but fails to have 
developed his acting 
ability, coming across so 
wooden that you could 
carve him into a stake to 
taunt Edward. 

When even Michael 
Sheen (in a five-minute 
cameo) is stmggling to 
deliver a good perform¬ 
ance, you know that 
you’re in trouble. 

Sadly, things aren’t 
made any better by the 
direction. Chris Weitz, 
who, having replaced the 
first film’s director, 
Catherine Hardwick, 
promptly uses the exact 
same visual style and 
colour scheme, makes 
you wonder why the lat¬ 
ter was ousted by the 
former - given the 
almost carbon copy 
direction he offers. 

He isn’t helped by a 
narrative that is so dull 
and boring that this two- 
hour film feels around 
two weeks long, and 
Weitz does very little to 
liven things up with 
direction that borders on 
the mundane. 

Ultimately, the suc¬ 
cess of New Moon will 
depend on how many 
people will go and see it. 
Given that it has just 
broken the one-day tick¬ 
et sales record in

First stage of 
Pavilion plan 
gets go-ahead 


THE Heritage 
Lottery Fund 
(HLF) has given the 
green light to 
Penarth Arts and 
Crafts Ltd (PACL) 
to develop plans to 
refurbish and 
restore the Grade II 
Penarth Pavilion, 
which sits on one of 
only seven pleasure 
piers left in Wales. 

Development funding 
of £99,600 has been 
awarded. The PACL 
plan now progresses to 
the next stage of the 
HLF application process, 
with up to two years to 
submit more detailed 
plans and apply for the 
£1.6million of HLF sup¬ 
port for the £3.9million 
project. 

Constructed in 1929, 
the ferro-concrete struc¬ 
ture has an impressive 
silhouette with curved 
roof and eastern-style 
towers. The interior 
space is characterised by 
a vaulted ceiling but the 
building has fallen into 
disrepair. 

Restoration plans aim 
to respect the building’s 
historical significance 
and introduce sustain¬ 
able design to protect 
and safeguard the build¬ 
ing. 

A HLF spokesman 
said: “Overwhelming 
community interest has 
already given the project 
tremendous impetus. 
Research undertaken by 
PACL supports a pro¬ 
gramme which will 
deliver many opportuni¬ 
ties to find out more 
about the history of the 
building and the town of 
Penarth. 

“The Bristol Channel 
provides a fascinating 
maritime past and, with 
its huge tidal variation, 
is a potential site for 
alternative energy. Such 
contemporary environ¬ 
mental concerns will be 
used as the base for an 
extensive range of infor¬ 
mal and formal educa¬ 
tional activities crossing 
subjects including the 
marine environment and 
sea transport.” 

“PACL is already 


working with a number 
of local agencies to 
explore alternative trans¬ 
port and work towards a 
sustainable seafront 
strategy. 

“The business plan 
includes revenue from 
conferences, exhibitions 
and meetings, while the 
Pavilion’s significant 
position makes it an 
obvious focus for many 
contemporary environ¬ 
mental concerns. 

“The project will be 
good news for lovers of 
the Penarth Pier, which 
is used year round by 
local people. The pier 
was refurbished with 
HLF funding in the late 
1990s and is one of the 
main attractions for the 
town.” 

Commenting on the 
award, Maggie Knight 
of PACL said: “We are 
delighted that the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
has given this initial sup¬ 
port for the project. 

“This will have a 
major impact on the con¬ 
tinued development of 
Penarth and will bring 
huge cultural, social, 
economic and tourism 
benefits for the town and 
south Wales as a whole.”

There was joy for pupils from four Vale 
schools at the 12th South Wales Regional 
Schools cross-country championships for 
girls, held, for the third consecutive year, by 
Steve Brace and his Bridgend AC clubhouse 
at Newbridge Fields.

Pumas caged - now

W HILE the Wales 
camp rightly 
had cause for 
satisfaction at mission 
accomplished against 
Argentina, they also 
know that there is still 
much to be done in the 
final match of the 
autumn series against 
Australia on Saturday. 

Yes, there can be no 
doubt that last weekend’s 
33-16 victory over notori¬ 
ously difficult opponents 
that were rated above them 
in the world rugby rank¬ 
ings, was a notable achieve¬ 
ment, but it is also true that 
this richly-talented Welsh 
team has yet to fire smooth¬ 
ly on all cylinders and 
realise its maximum poten¬ 
tial. 

First, though, the posi¬ 
tives, and there are quite a 
few: the front five took on 
the formidable Pumas and 
matched them in the tight 
(with a little help, perhaps, 
from the Irish referee!) 
which then released the 
back row to contest the 
loose exchanges and thus 
free the vastly superior 
Welsh backs to create 
opportunities in attack. 

For once, the lineout was 
not a weakness and with 
plentiful ball and territory 
gained in all phases, the 




home team were quickly in 
the ascendancy. 

At the interval, it was 13- 
3 - all the home points com¬ 
ing from Stephen Jones, 
having one of his best all¬ 
round games for Wales, 
including a rare solo try 
after just eight minutes. 

It seemed that only the 
Pumas’ man-of-the-match 
skipper Lobbe stood 
between Wales and a land¬ 
slide scoreline. 

More satisfying still was 
the end of Wales’ recent try 
famine - with three touch¬ 
downs, including two by the 
mercurial Shane Williams. 

All in all, then, a well- 
deserved victory gained 
through a non-stop physical 
effort that had the Pumas 
almost out on their feet by 
the end, as Welsh fitness 
told on opponents who had 
been under the cosh from 
the opening whistle. 

However, Warren 
Gatland and his coaching 
team also know that many 
of the frustrating weakness¬ 
es that hold Wales back 
from full expression of their 
undoubted qualities remain. 

As already seen in the 
previous two autumn 
matches, the error count is 
still unacceptably high for a 
team striving to be in world 
rugby’s top tier. 

Consistency, control and 
precision continue to be the 


three elusive targets as this 
young Welsh squad look 
beyond the autumn ‘friend¬ 
lies’ to encounters of a more 
meaningful kind in the Six 
Nations - and, ultimately, 
the World Cup. 

Unsurprisingly, given that 
Wales are determined to 
persevere with a high tempo 
approach, despite rugby’s 
current obsession with aeri¬ 
al ping-pong, the quicksil¬ 
ver Dwayne Peel has been 
recalled at half back. 

With this in mind, 
Gatland has also kept faith 
with young Jonathan Davies 
at inside centre, as a foil to 
Jamie Roberts, in prefer¬ 
ence to fit again Tom 
Shanklin. 

It is a team that should 
take the field brimming 
with confidence against an 
Australian side that has not 
exactly distinguished itself 
so far on tour.
